COPY of any Minutb of the Treasory by which an Arrangement was entered into to try 
an Action for Negligence against the Officer of Excise or Customs by whose fault the Fire 
was alleged to have happened ; and any other Papers connected with this subject. 

Copy of Treasury Minute, dated 15th August 1834. 

Lord Althorp states to the Board, that after a full consideration of the question, and commu- 
nication with the Deputation of Irish Merchants, sufferers by the fire which consumed the Bonded 
Stores at Dublin, heis of opinion, that the parties should have every facility to bring the facts of 
their case before a competent tribunal; ana that as it appears that they are prevented from pro* 
ceeding in a court of law by a legal difficulty, he considers it proper that any technical objection 
should be waived on the part of the Crown, in order to bring the question to a fair issue on its 
merits. With this view. Lord Althorp states to the Board, that he has made the following commu- 
nication to the Deputation of Irish Merchants, and he recommends to the Board that they should 
direct the proper steps to be taken to carry it into effect. 

“ The Deputation from the Sufferers by the fire which consumed the Bonded Stores, Dublin, on 
the gth August 1 833, understand the decision to be,— 

“ That those sufferers should be permitted to try the question as if the Act 6 Geo. IV. c. 112. 
were still in force. 

The question to be in the words of the Act, whether ‘ waste, spoil or destruction of or in the 
goods and merchandise destroyed, was made by or through any wilful misconduct of Paul Donlevy, 
he being then and there an Officer of the Customs ; or of Robert Wallace, he being then and there 
an Officer of Excise.’ 

question to be tried on flie merits, and all matters of form which may hinder or impede a 
trial of the merits to be waived on both sides. 

“ It is to be admitted by the Defendants respectively that the Act 6 Geo IV e. n 2, is still in force. 
‘‘In case Dennis Conway, the servant boy of the Messrs. Scovell, the tenants of the Crown, 
anali not be forthcoming, the Prosecutors, on proof of due diligence to procure his attendance, shall 
be at liberty to give in evidence to the Jury, for their consideration, his testimony as taken down 
before the Magistrates ofPolicein Dublin in August 1833.

“ Every necessaiy consent fully to effectuate the above purposes shall be given on both sides in 
writing, and signed by the proper parties. 

“ Id case any difRculty should arise in a criminal court of the efSciency of such consents by 
reason of the actual repeal of the above Act or otherwise, then the question in the words of the 
Act shall be tried in the shape of a ‘ feigned issue Donlevy and Wallace, or one of them, to be 
the defendants. 

“ The trial' to take place at Nisi Prius in the King’s Bench before Chief Justice Bushe, or such 
other Judge of that Court as shall sit at Nisi Prius in or after next Michaelmas Term ; so tliat in 
case of a verdict against the sufferers, they may be free to apply to Parliament upon all the other 
circumstances of their case early in the next Session. 

“ But in case the sufferers shall fail at the trial upon technical grounds alone, independently of 
the merits, then the case as to whether waste, spoil or destruction of or in the goods and merchan- 
dises destroyed, was made by or through any wilful misconduct of Paul Donlevy, he being then 
and there an Officer at the Customs, or of Robert Wallace, he being then and tliere an Officer 
of the Excise, shall be investigated either before a Committee of the House of Commons, or shall 
undergo some other satisfactory investigation, and the parties may be free to apply to Parliament 
upon il the other circumstances of the case.” 

My Lords concur in the recommendation of the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

Let a Copy of this Minute be transmitted to the Commissioners of Customs for their instruction 
and guidance, and desire they will, without delay, communicate with the Law Officers of the 
Crown in Ireland, and take the proper steps for defending the action when it shall be brought 
before the legal tribunal, and direct that a copy of this Minute shall form part of the instructions 
to the Counsel employed on the occasion, in order that they may strictly conform themselves to the 
intention of this Board, by waiving any technical objections, and all matters of form, which might 
hinder the case from coming to a trial on the merits. 



Copy of Theasurv Mikute, dated ad June 1835. 

My Lords haw under their consideration the several proceedings which have already taken 
place with respect to the claims of individuals to be compensated for losses sustained by the fire 
which destroyed the Custom House Warehouses in Dublin Docks, and advert to the trial which 
took place, and to the verdict of the Jury. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer states to the Board, that although points' might have been 
suggested on which an application for a new trial might have been made, yet that, under all the 
circumstances of the case, he was not disposed to think it expedient to disturb the verdict ; and he 
suggested, if the Board should concur with him in that opinion, that steps should be taken forthwith 
for ascertaining the Compensations which should be paid to those who sustained losses on the 
occasion in question, and that the following principles should be laid down for the government of 
all parties in this matter : — 

1st. That goods bonded for Duty in the Customs’ Warehouses should be considered to be 
within the verdict, and should be governed by that verdict. 

adly. That although the Irish Spirits deposited in the cellars under the Customs’ stores did 
not technically come within the verdict, yet that the case is so analogous as to come within 
the same principle. 

3dly. 'That the case of free goods destroyed in the free store was of another description, 
and that no compensation ought to be awarded for their destruction. 

4thly. That the costs of the patties in the legal proceedings should be borne ; but that no 
interest should be allowed on the compensation which may be granted. . 

5th. That competent and impartial persons should be sent to Dublin without delay to 
examine and report as to the value of the goods destroyed, for which compensation 'rvould be 
granted upon the foregoing principles. 

My Lords entirely concur in this matter with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, anti are pleased 
to select Lieutenant-Colonel Maberly, one of the Commissioners of the Customs, and Mr. Alexander 
Macdonnell, a gentleman at the English Bar, as proper persons to proceed to Dublin for the 
purpose of making this inquiry, and of reporting the result of it to this Board, when My Lords 
will bring the whole subject under the consideration of Parliament, with a view to the grant of such 
sum as shall be necessary to enable their Lordships to defray the charge which will thus fall upon 
the Public, in consequence of tlie verdict of the Jury upon the trial. 

Transmit Copy of this Minute to Lieutenant-Colonel Maberly, and desire he will forthwith 
proceed to Dublin to enter upon this inquiry in conjunction with Mr. Macdonnell, and that a joint 
Report may be made by them to this Board upon the subject, at the earliest possible period after 
his colleague and himself shall have obtained all the information which they consider necessary for 
the purpose. 

Transmit Copy also, with similar directions, to Mr. Macdonnell. 

Transmit Copy also to the Commissioners of the Customs, and desire they will afford every 
necessary assistance to Colonel Maberly and Mr. Macdonnell in prosecuting this inquiry ; and that 
they will pay from the Customs’ Revenues the travelling allowances of these two gentlemen, at the 
daily rate granted by the established regulations to a Commissioner of Customs proceeding from 
London on the Public Service ; repaying to them also the exact amount which they sliall disburse 
for travelling expenses in proceeding to and returning from Dublin.

My Lords read their Minutes of 15th August 1834, and 2d June 1835, on the subject of the 
Compensation to the parties whose goods were destroyed by the burning of the Warehouses in the 
Dublin Docks. 

My Lords have before them the Report of Messrs. Maberly and Macdonnell, in which it appeal's 
that the whole of the claims which, upon investigation, they submit to My Lords as entitled to com- 
pensation under the Treasury Minute of 2d June 1835, amounts to the sura of 68,031 /. 13^. 10 d. 

Lei an Estimate be prepared for the purpose of being laid before Parliament ; and let Copies of 
the Minutes of istli August 1834 and 2d June 1835, and Minute, accompany such Estimate.

Read Report of Messrs. Maberly and Macdonnell, dated 21 Jdylast, oh the claims for com- 
pensation by the sufferers by the Fire at the Custom House Warehouses at the Dublin Docks 
amountng, in the whole, to £.68,031. 13. 10., wherein they submit Schedules of the claims in two 
forms ; one under the head of Owners, the other under that of Goods : they liave added the original 
claims made by the parties, and various papers connected with them. 

My Lords read the Resolution of The House of Commons of 1 2 August, granting the sum of 
£,68’,031. 13. 10. to His Majesty, to enable Him to make Compensation to individuals for losses 
sustained by the Fire which destroyed the Custom House Warehouses iu the Dublin Docb iu 
August 1833. 

My Lords have again before them the Report of Lieut.-Col. Maberly and Mr. Macdonnell, who 
■were directed by My Lords to investigate the claims which should be made for losses sustained by 
the Fire in question. 

In that Report, they submitted to this Board detailed Schedules, showing the names of the 
several parties claiming, the nature of the property destroyed, and the amount ascertained to be 
due to each party on account of such loss ; tlie aggregate amount allowed being the sum which lias 
been granted by Parliament to enable His Majesty to make compensation to the sufferers. 

It appears to My Lords that the best and most simple course of proceeding in this matter will be, 
to submit for His Majesty’s royal signature a Warrant, addressed to the Vice-Treasurer of Ireland, 
authorizing him to apply the said sum of £, 68,031. 13. 10. out of the Exchequer in Ireland, in pay- 
ment to the several persons to be named in such Warrants, the suras set against their respective names, 
on their producing to him a certificate from the Collector of the Customs at Dublin, showing 
that they are authorized to apply for such payment, and that it may be properly and correctly made 
to them. 

Let a Warrant be prepared for His Majesty’s signature accordingly, and let the amount payable 
to each party, according to the Schedules which accompanied the Report of Xieut.-Col. Maberly 
and Mr. Macdonnell, be inserted therein. 

Transmit Copy of this Minute to the Commissioners of Customs, and desire they will give instruc- 
tions to their Collector at Dublin to give effect to the directions herein contained, so far as they 
relate to him.
